There has been much confusion 
and misunderstanding relative to 
what law shall govern in the is- 
suing of resident and non-resident 
fishing licenses this year. How- 
ever, an opinion has just been 
rendered by the Attorney General 
of the State of Michigan: That 
the provisions of Act Number 76, 
P. A. 1933, shall be and are in 
immediate effect, citing Michigan 
84, Page 413, People vs. Burch, 
as the authority for this ruling. 
This Act provides that all resi- 
dent persons over 18 years of 
age are required to have a fishing 
license for taking fish in any 
manner jn the inland waters of the 


The step taken by the adminis- 
trators of the Farm Relief Act 
in adjusting the acreage of basic 
crops to the normal demand from 
_leonsumers will directly affect 
Michigan farmers who will be ask- 
ed to reduce by 20 per cent the 
765,800 acres of wheat grown 
annually in this state, and all 
consumers of wheat products will 
be indirectly affected, according 
to announcements made from 
Washington, D. C., by Henry A. 
Wallace, secretary of agriculture. 

Michigan is not usually con- 
sidered to have vital interest in 
the wheat crop but. the. production 
here totals over 15 million bush- 
els annually.
